S en ator P lu m b ’s B ill to P rev en t D eser­ 
tio n s F rom th e A n n y . 


W a s h in g t o n , March 
I S t h —Senator Plum b 
introduced a b id “ to prevent desertions from 
a r“ J- 
The bill provides th a t after July 1. 
1890, there shall be retalued from th e pav of 
each enlisted m an 84 a m onth for the first vear 
of enlistm ent, w hich is not to be paid to him 
until his discharge, aud w hich is to t>e forfeited 
unless he serves honorably aud faithfully to Ihe 
date of his discharge. 
T he Secretary o f W ar is to determ ine w hat 
m iscoi.duct shall constitute a ia iiu re to tuliill 
these conditions, but no deserter shall be deem ed 
to have fulfilled them . T he sum s so deducted 
are to be considered a deposit, bearing interest 
from the eud of the year iu w hich it is m ade. 
E nlistm ents are to continue, as under the 
present law , ior five years, but at the end of 
three years’ pci vice a soldier w ho has ser*e1 
fdithlully shall be entitled to a three-m onths’ 
furlough and to be discharged on application iu 
tim e of peace. 
United Stales M arshals and Sheriffs aud their 
deputies, Constables und police officers are au ­ 
thorized to arrest deserters. In tim e of peace 
the President m ay perm it any enlisted m an to 
purchase his discharge. The arm y ration is to 
be increased by the addition of one itouud of 
vegetables. 
T H E W ORLD'S FA IR BILL. 
T he W orld's F air Com m ittee com pleted the 
consideratiun o f the bill this m orning, and an ­ 
other victory for Chicago resulted. The bill 
wa« am ended so as to provide th at th e Presi­ 
dent m ay i-sue a proclam ation nud invitation 
to foreign exhibitors in soon as he is satislc-d 
that the Illinois corporation has provided for 
*10,COO,0(0 guarantee. The dales for the expo- 
(iU onaa fixed yesterday were not changed, but 
C handler gave notiee th a t he would m ove iu 
tu e House for holding it iu 1*92 and 1893.

to have private corporations operate a postal 
telegraph B¡stem under the control o f the 
Governm ent. This would give the people a 
cheaper and m ore efficient service. 
Chairm an Brigham laid before the com m ittee 
a letter from Dr. Green aud General Eckert of 
the W estern Union, iu w hich they say the Ex­ 
ecutive Com m ittee instructed them to invite 
the com m ittee to visit the com pany's head­ 
quarters in New York and exam ine th eir gen­ 
eral operations. The letter says: "W e court a 
most thorough investigation, and we arc willing 
you snould em ploy experts to go through our 
books, accounts and statem ents.'’

The Executive Committee of the R iver 
Convention has proved itself to he a good 
working body, having accomplished much 
more than it was believed (hey would be 
able to do the present season. 
The com­ 
m ittee has proved w hat diligence, energy 
am! persistent endeavor in a good cause 
can accomplish. 
It has succeeded in send­ 
ing on to W ashington thus early a com­ 
m ittee of six citizens to present the case 
01 the navigable rivers of the S tate to 
Congress. 
These gentlemen 
go 011 in ­ 
structed t ■ advocate no schemes of improve- 
mem, to advance no ideas of river rectifi­ 
cation, or hi any wav to discuss with the 
authorities or Congressmen the several 
means proposed to restrain and dispose of 
flood waters and to restore the navigabil­ 
ity of the Sacramento and other streams. 
But they go to W ashington at the request 
of the Congressional delegation from this 
State, sim ply to urge upon th e Govern­ 
m ent the duty oí appointing a Commission, 
as was done in the case of the Mississippi, 
and to give it sufficient means to exam ine 
th e situation and to begin such work as is 
im iierativeiy necessary. 
It is a fact that Congress did not erect 
the Mississippi R iver Commission until the 
.St. Louis Board of Trade took up the 
m atter, and moved upon the people to 
send on a citizens’ comm ittee to W ashing­ 
ton to present the question to the de­ 
partm ents and to Congress. 
The result is 
well known. 
W e leorn, on inquiry made of Dr. 
Dixon, C hairm an of the Executive Com­ 
m ittee which dispatched the committee of 
six this week, that there has been raised 
thus tar $4,000 to defray the expenses of 
the delegation now on the road. 
Fully a 
thousand dollars more must he had, and 
the comm ittee has pledged its personal 
credit to the delegation that the money 
shall be raised and forwarded. 
Even then 
the members ot th e delegation will be put 
to very considerable personal expense, be- 
sidcs g i.in g their time to this im portant 
work.

YESTERDAY'S STORM. 


S n o w a n d T taiu o n th e M o u n ta in s, a n d 
L a n d -S lid e s in S h a sta . 
Snow fell on the Sierra Nevada yesterday 
as far down as Alta, but no trains were 
delayed, as the fall was light. Below Alta 
it rained all day and also lest night. There 
is no fear of a blockade, as there are now 
two rotary plows and one cyclone on the 
m ountain. 
They are stationed at E m i­ 
grant Gap, Cascade and Sum m it, and are 
in readiness for work at short notice. 
Yesterday m orning’s west bound over­ 
land train was about an hour and a half 
late in arriving here. 
More land-slides have occurred alongthe 
Oregon road beyond Redding. The railroad 
company is considering the advisability of 
erecting w o;den structures in some places 
in that locality to protect the tracks from 
the avalanches of earth that slide down from 
high banks. 
A t m idnight last night it was still storm ­ 
ing on the m ountain. 
Rain was falling as 
high as Em igrant Gap, and fr^m there to 
Truckee it was snowing. 
Last evening's <5:25 W es:bound overland 
■was seven hours late, owin^ to a delay at 
Verdi, but this m orning s train was on 
time. 
TH E STORM IN TH IS CITY. 
The rainfall yesterday, up to the 5 o'clock 
r. m. observation of tbe Signal Office, 
am ounted to 50 of an inch, while on the 
same day last year it war .62 of an inch. 
T he rainfall for this m onth am ounts to 2 10 
inches, as against 5 54 inches for March, 
1SS9, including the same date. The total 
for this rea r to date is 12 2S inches, as 
against 6 02 for the corresponding tim e in 
1888. 
The total precipitation for this season 
am ounts to 20 77 inches, as against 15 44 
inches to an equal date last year, 
The highest and lowest tem perature yes­ 
terday was 55c and 50°, and for tbe same 
date last year 57° and 5:'*. with .62 of an 
inch of rainfall. The highest and lowest 
one year ago to-day was 59° and 41°, w ith 
no precipitation. 
The rainfall at Red Bluff from 5 a. m. 
vesterdav to 5 r. m. was 1 03 inches.

On Thursday last an article appeared in 
the R e c o rd -U n io n showing up a scheme 
on the part of the Chinese companies to 
dismiss the charge of murder pending 
against a Chinam an nam ed A h Gong. 
W hat was predicted then has now come to 
pass, and Ah Gong is to-day a free m an. 
In Ju ly of last year a Chinam an named 
Suey Kay was murdered at the corner of 
Third and I streets. A fellow-country man, 
A h Gong, was arrested for the crime. 
The men belonged to rival companies, and 
the prelim inary exam ination of Gong de­ 
veloped a bitter feeliDg between the two 
organizations. Special attorneys were en­ 
gaged, one to prosecute Gong and the other 
to defend him , and a great quantity of evi­ 
dence was produced in support of each 
side.

Francisco 
and visited 
the

trict Attorney to learn if any steps had 
been taken toward dismissing the action 
against Gong. Mr. Bruner informed him 
that he had heard of none, and the-China­ 
man departed apparently much relieved. 
This Chinam an, it 
was subsequently 
learned, represented the relatives of the 
m urdered Chinam an. 
A R e c o rd -U n io s reporter suspected that 
som ething unusual was going on and de­ 
cided to investigate. 
H e learned upon the 
best of authority that there was a move­ 
m ent on foot to set Gong at liberty, and 
that it had arisen from the fact that the 
two rival societies had come to an amicable 
understanding. The society to which Gong 
belonged was to pay the society of which 
the murdered m an was a mem ber $600 to 
let up in the prosecution. 
Realizing that 
it was a hard m atter to "let up” suddenly 
and w ithout any reasonable explanation to 
the Coart and attorneys on both sides, it 
was arranged that the two most im portant 
witnesses tor the prosecution should “dis­ 
appear” mysteriously, and thus cripple the 
prosecution to such an extent that a verdict 
of guilty could not be reached. 
The relatives of the dead m an were op­ 
posed to this action, and were endeavoring 
to hunt up the two missing witnesses. 
It 
is characteristic of the Chinese race that 
the wounded feelings of bereaved relatives 
may most effectually be healed with m one­ 
tary ointm ent. 
So in this case. 
The 
Chinam an w h“ anxiously sought inform a­ 
tion regarding the case at the District A t­ 
torney s officej was one of the bereaved 
relatives who considered it unfair that the 
prisoner's company should compensate the 
organization to which the deceased be­ 
longed w ithout consulting them in a sim i­ 
lar m anner. Hence their opposition to the 
proposed halt in the prosecution. 
T heir opposition hSd the desired effect, 
and as one of the relatives stated yesterdav, 
the prisoner's friends had raised $200 for 
the relatives—m aking $800 in all as the 
total price of Ah GoDg’s liberty. 
A ll this was transacted w ithout 
the 
knowledge of the Court or the attorneys

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MISCELLANEOUS. 
IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, March 18th.—In the Senate, to­ 
day, the Committee on Finance reported a sub­ 
stitute for the bill against "Trusts, 
iu the re­ 
straint of production. Placed on the uaJendar. 
im m ediately alter tbe morning burioess, con­ 
sideration of tbe urgency ieficiceney bill was 
resumed. 
An item of ¿2,000 was inserted in aid of the In­ 
dustrial Home Association of Utah Territory. 
An amendment was offered by Hale authoriz­ 
ing the use of S5.000 for the relief o i the Turtle 
Mouutaiu band ot Indians lu the Devil’s Lake 
Agency. 
Telier said that w hen he was Secretary of the 
Interior he investig-iteithe case of the Turtle 
Mountain Indians, and there were then but 300 
of them, mostly half-breeds, and that the num­ 
ber had now, according to published state 
ments. swelled to over 1,900 but these were not 
American Indians. They were Manitoba Chip- 
pewas, and if the doors of general distribution 
wire thus opened to them, all the Cbippewas in 
the country would fl ek iuto the Ucit-rd States. 
The Brit.sh Chippewas should be sent baek 
where they belonged. He wanted to put ou 
record his denial of tbe statement, whether it 
crm e from the pulpit or elsewhere, that those 
Indians had been improperly treated by the 
Government of the United States. The amend­ 
ment was agreed to. 
Amendments were also agreed to, as follows: 
For agricultural experiment stations in Arizona, 
New Mexico and Utah, 830,000. 
For preliminary investigation aud for arte­ 
sian w eils for irrigation purposes within the 
area west of the twenty-seventh meridian and 
west of the foothills ot the Reeky mountains, 
820,000. 
Making an additional appropriation of ¿33,000 
for the Fish Commission. All the ameudmen's 
having been disposed of. the bill was passed. 
Blair’s educational hi 1 was then taken up. 
and Hawley sDoke iu opposition to it. ■’Congress 
does not govern so w ell that it should undertake 
to do everything.” said Hawley. There were not 
school-houses enough in the city of Washing­ 
ton, where Congress had exclusive jurisdiction. 
Half of the children had to attend school in the 
forenoon and half iu the afternoon. Congress 
showed that it could not run theoommon schools 
even ' fih e PUtrict of Columb'a. He found, too, 
that Cot. -e x was not a sucee-s in the manage­ 
ment of Indians, for he read every day of charges 
that the Government was robbing the Indians, 
aud he had read ri cently an eloquent protest 
from the ch ief of the cherokees that they were 
being robbed out of their lands. 
He found also that Congress was an imbecile 
so far as the coast defenses of the country was 
concerned. The Government had a few cast- 
iron guns and had no protection against a first- 
class or second-class ironclad. Three or four 
years ago there was nothing but the ruins of a 
former brilliant navy, some poor, old broken- 
down, ragged, crippled warships. 
Now the 
country was beginning to have a navy built, 
still it y as p acticnlly defenseless. He found 
the Supreme Court loaded down with neglected 
business, so there was practically a denial of 
justice all over the United States, and Congress 
had not been able or willing to reorganize aud 
relieve that Court. 
In short, he found everywhere proof that 
Congress was not absolutely wise. This bill 
was bad. It abaL doued the original theory of 
the Government, aud launched the Government 
ou the unbounded sea of wild schemes. 
Moody anil Chandler spoke briefly in support 
of the bill, which then went over. ’ 
The House amendments to the Oklahoma bill 
were non concurred in, and a conference was 
ordered.

of pensioners on the rolls would be at least 
750,: 00. 
Sayers of Texas discussed the pension system 
as affected by both Acts of Congress and the 
administration of the service. He cited statis­ 
tics to show that from July 1 , ¡860, to January 
1, 1890, the expenditures ot the Government for 
pensions were 81.lo5.526.017: that the expendi­ 
tures for pensions for the past fiscal year were 
889,131,968; that the expenditures for pensions 
from March 4, 17&9. to June, 1861, throughout a 
period of 7254 years were 5811,738 327, and the 
excess of pension disbursements for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1S89, over the pensions 
from 1789 to 1861, a period of 72% vears, was 
18,393.611. 
He severely criticised the administration of 
the Pensi n Office, and cited many instances 
where, he claim ed, the decisions of the bureau 
were incorrect and improper. He wished to call 
attention to the manner in which the pension 
system was being administered. 
He thought 
taere should be a thorough investigation of the 
sys em iu order that complete justice could be 
done to the men who had fought for their 
country, and that bounty-jumpers should be 
stricken from the roll. 
Peters said that forthe first time in the history 
o! tbe country the House had before it a careful 
and concise estimate of what the expenditures 
of the Pension Bureau would be d»triug the 
next fiscal year. He defended the administra­ 
tion of the Bureau, aud while he did not defend 
alt the acts of Commissioner Tanner, he could 
only say that that officer had followed in the 
wake of his predecessor. General Black. 
Pending further debate the committee rose 
aud the House adjourned.
